He 
was well known in Wolfeboro for his many years of service as a 
Wolfeboro Police Officer and as a volunteer Fireman. | first met 
George when | came to Wolfeboro to join the Police Department in 
1965. At that time, George was a Special Officer. He had already 
been on the Department several years. In January of 1966 he 
became a full-time officer and continued in that capacity until his 
retirement in 1989. While serving for the Police Department, he also 
volunteered his time to the Wolfeboro Fire Department. He was an 
active member of the Fire Department for 27 years, holding various 
titles there. George was also a veteran of the U.S. Army. 

In recent years, George was a familiar sight in the evenings during 
the summer, sitting on the bench in front of the Old Bank Block with 
Henry and Howard, passing the time, observing the comings and 
goings and engaging in conversation with people walking by. From his 
many years of service, he was well known and well liked. As a police 
officer, he was a gentle man as well as a gentleman. He had a quiet 
sense of humor and many of us fondly remember that low gruff voice 
which made one stop to listen or risk missing one of his rustic obser- 
vations. The gruff voice was always tempered by that sort of shy 
smile that almost invariably accompanied it. Those who shared in his 
profession best summed up his life and his attitude. He was a “Good 
Cop.” His is truly a light that will be missed.

The Moderator called for discussion on Article 3. There being none 
called for a voice vote on the Article as read. The voice vote was in 
the affirmative and the Moderator declared the Article adopted.

$6,509 to line item #4299 of the Communication budget. Motion sec- 
onded by John Bridges. The Moderator recognized Steve Wood who 
spoke for the amendment. Mr. Wood presented slides of various sce- 
narios of increased communication factors and explained that this 
money would fund a full time person as dispatcher. The Moderator 
asked for anyone speaking against the amendment and recognized 
Claude Roessiger who spoke against the Amendment. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. John Burt who spoke against the 
Amendment. The Moderator recognized Selectman MacDonald who 
explained the reasoning behind the Selectmen’s decision not to put 
this money in the budget. The Moderator recognized Chief Stanley E. 
Stevens who spoke strongly for the amendment. The Moderator 
asked for further discussion on the amendment. There being none, 
the Moderator read the Amendment proposed by Mr. Wood and a 
voice vote was taken. The voice vote was unclear, so the Moderator 
asked for a show of hands. The Amendment was defeated with a vote 
of 138-121. The Moderator then asked for further discussion on the 
Budget. The Moderator recognized Mr. Sherwood Fluery who made a 
motion to amend the Budget by adding $1500 to Line 4130-Executive 
Budget, which would be used for an architectural study for Carpenter 
School for future purchase by the Town.

Robert Davis. The Moderator then asked for discussion on the 
Amendment and read the Amendment proposed. The Moderator rec- 
ognized Mr. Sherwood Fluery who spoke for the Amendment. The 
Moderator then asked if anyone wished to speak against the 
Amendment as proposed and recognized Dr. Roger Murray who 
spoke against the Amendment. The Moderator then recognized Mr. 
Robert Davis who spoke for the Article. The Moderator then recog- 
nized Mrs. Kathleen Moody who spoke against the Amendment. The 
Moderator called for further discussion on the Amendment as pro- 
posed and Mr. Fluery and Mr. Davis that if a no vote was received 
from this body that this would be an expression of the Town that they 
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are not interested in buying the Carpenter School and Mr. Davis 
answered yes. The Moderator then called for further discussion and 
there being none called for a voice vote on the Amendment as pro- 
posed and read the Amendment in its entirety. Voice vote was in the 
strong negative and the Moderator declared the Amendment defeat- 
ed. The Moderator then announced that the Budget figure was still 
the original amount of $11,205,598 and asked for further discussion 
on the Budget. The Moderator recognized Mr. John Burt who moved 
to amend the Budget by reducing line #4150-104 on Page 33 (hourly 
wages) under the Finance Department by reducing that line item by 
$4,500 thereby reducing the total from $78,742 to $74,242. Motion 
seconded by Mrs. Terri Kennington for discussion. The Moderator 
recognized Mr. Burt to speak to his Amendment. Mr. Burt spoke 
against the proposed full-time position. The Moderator then asked if 
there were any others who would like to speak in favor of the pro- 
posed Amendment. There being none, asked if there was anyone 
who wished to speak against the Amendment and recognized Mr. 
Carroll Piper, Finance Director, who explained the position and the 
need to make the position full time. The Moderator recognized Mr. 
Dennis E. Bean, Business Manager of the Municipal Electric 
Department, who spoke against the Amendment stating that the 
finance department has become much more professional and techni- 
cal and indicated that this person is doing much more then just work- 
ing for this one Department and strongly urged the voters to defeat 
the Amendment. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the 
proposed Amendment. There being none, the Moderator called for a 
voice vote on the proposed Amendment. Voice vote was in the nega- 
tive and the Moderator declared the Amendment defeated. The 
Moderator asked if there were any further Amendments and recog- 
nized Mrs. Jeannette Corson. Mrs. Corson stated that she would “like 
to see something dropped completely from the Budget in many differ- 
ent numbers and that pertained to uniforms for the Town of 
Wolfeboro.” She went on further to say that she added the figures up 
and announced that the Town spends over $17,000 for uniforms for 
the different departments, and indicated that she is not talking about 
the Police Department, Fire Department or the Rescue Squad, but 
only the employees of the Town of Wolfeboro. The Moderator asked 
Mrs. Corson if she had the line items and numbers that she wished to 
change and Mrs. Corson stated that she had all the pages and lines 
and it would take her a few moments to find. The Moderator asked 
Mrs. Corson to sit down and pick out the lines and amounts and when 
she had them available he would recognize her again for her amend- 
ment, but would continue on with other business. The Moderator rec- 
ognized Mr. Frank Holt who asked if there were any plans to buy any 
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new vehicles for the Municipal Electric Department or Water and 
Sewer department. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Skowron, 
Town Manager, who answered yes and stated that all of the proposed 
equipment purchases were consolidated in the Capital Outlay 
Accounts, and explained the purchases. Mr. Holt then made the fol- 
lowing amendment: “I wish to amend the sum of $11,205,598 as 
noted in Article 4 for General Operations and Charges, the sum of ten 
(10) percent reduction in all line items except salaries.” The 
Moderator asked Mr. Holt if he had a number for that reduction and 
Mr. Holt answered no. The Moderator asked Mr. Holt to make the 
Amendment after he has come up with a number. The Moderator 
then went on to say that the purpose of the Municipal Budget Act is to 
enable the citizens to understand what they are voting on and the 
Budget Committee meets on a regular basis in public meeting which 
are warned and advertised and if you need assistance in determining 
how to amend the article that would have been the time to have done 
it and not here where 400 people have other things they would like to 
attend to. The Moderator addressed Mr. Holt by saying that if he 
would like to take a few minutes to determine what the number is he 
wishes to put before the meeting then he would entertain it, but other- 
wise would move to other things. The Moderator then recognized Mr. 
John Burt who moved to amend Line 4210, Police, by reducing the 
amount of $30,000 thereby reducing the Police Department Budget 
from $527,762 to $497,762. The Moderator read the proposed 
Amendment and asked for a second to the motion. Motion seconded 
by Mr. Gordon Kennington. The Moderator called for discussion on 
the proposed Amendment and recognized Mr. John Burt. Mr. Burt 
indicated that this reduction had reference to the full time patrolman 
for the Police Department. The Moderator recognized Chief Stevens 
who spoke against the Amendment. The Moderator asked for further 
discussion for or against the Amendment. The Moderator recognized 
Mr. David Senecal, Chairman of the Budget Committee, who moved 
to terminate debate, seconded by Mr. Todd Spiller. The Moderator 
informed the voters that this was not a debatable motion and asked 
for a voice vote to terminate debate on this Amendment. Voice vote 
was in the affirmative. The Moderator then called for a voice vote on 
the proposed Amendment to reduce line number 4210 under the 
Police Department Budget from $527,762 to $497,762. Voice vote 
was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Amendments 
defeated. The Moderator asked for further amendments on the 
Budget and recognized Selectman Paul Hatch who explained that his 
Amendment would not change any dollar values, but a housekeeping 
measure and moved to transfer from line item 4550-350, under the 
Wolfeboro Library Budget line item called Outside Services, the 
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amount of $5,000 to be placed on Page 66, Line item 4903-503 
Capital Outlay-District 1 General Fund Buildings. The Moderator 
explained the motion to the voters by asking Selectman Hatch if his 
Amendment was to reduce Line 4550 Library from $187,326 to 
$182,326 and add $5,000 to line 4903 Buildings under Capital Outlay 
bringing that total to $56,000 under that line item and not change any 
total budget figure. Selectman Hatch answered yes and explained the 
Amendment, indicating that the Library Trustees are charged with the 
operation of the Library. The building is a Town owned building and 
the repairs for which this money was allocated for the roof leak should 
be a capital project under the town building budget. A second to this 
motion was made by Selectman Kenneth MacDonald. The Moderator 
asked for further discussion and there being none read the proposed 
Amendment and called for a voice vote. Voice vote was in the affirma- 
tive and the Moderator declared the Amendment adopted. The 
Moderator then asked for further Amendments on the Budget and 
recognized Mr. John Burt. Mr. Burt moved to Amend line item 4901, 
Land Improvements, by reducing that line item by $80,000 which 
would reduce $217,760 to $137,760. The Moderator read the 
Amendment and called for a second on the motion to Amend. Motion 
seconded by Mr. Claude Roessiger for discussion. The Moderator 
recognized Mr. John Burt who spoke in favor of the Amendment. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Skowron, Town Manager, who spoke 
against the Amendment. The Moderator asked for further discussion 
on the proposed Amendment. There being none, called for a voice 
vote. Voice vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the 
Amendment defeated. The Moderator recognized Selectman Paul 
Hatch who moved to terminate debate on Article 4, seconded by 
Selectman Kenneth MacDonald. The Moderator called for a voice 
vote on the motion to terminate debate. Voice vote was uncertain so 
the Moderator called for a show of hands. The vote by show of hands 
was 144 to 134 and the Moderator declared the motion to terminate 
debate passed and announced that the vote would be taken on 
Article 4 as proposed calling for a Budget figure of $11,205,598. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote. Voice vote was unclear so the 
Moderator called for a show of hands. The vote by show of hands 
was in the negative. The Moderator asked for further discussion on 
Article 4 and recognized Mr. Frank Holt who moved to Amend Article 
4 by reducing the amount of $11,205,598 by $1,200,000 which is 
approximately ten (10) percent reduction and indicated that he hoped 
this would not affect the salaries and that the Department Heads 
could cut their budgets by ten cents on the dollar. The Moderator read 
the motion to Amend the Budget proposed by Mr. Holt and asked Mr. 
Holt if the intent was to reduce the entire budget by 10% and Mr. Holt 
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said yes approximately by $1,200,000, and the Moderator indicated 
to Mr. Holt that this amount was more than 10% and referred to 
Municipal Budget Act which does not allow the Town Meeting to 
reduce the Budget more than 10% and asked if Mr. Holt wished to 
amend that amount. Mr. Holt then stated that he would like to amend 
the budget total by 9.5% which would be $1,064,531.81 and would 
reduce the Budget from $11,205,598, to $10,141,066, which was cal- 
culated by the Moderator and asked if this was the intent of Mr. Holt 
and was it his intent to have this cut across the board. Mr. Holt 
answered yes. The Moderator asked for a second to Mr. Holt’s 
Amendment to reduce the entire budget of $11,205,598 by 9.5% 
resulting in new total of $10,141,066. Motion seconded by Mr. John 
Burt. The Moderator asked Mr. Holt if he wished to speak for his 
Amendment. Mr. Holt stated that it is clearly his intent not to disturb 
salaries, but wanted the budget cut in other areas by 9.5%. The 
Moderator asked if anyone wished to speak against the Amendment 
as proposed and recognized Mr. David Senecal. Mr. Senecal recited 
the ten percent rule under the Municipal Budget Act, especially 
regarding the enterprise accounts, etc. The Moderator asked if any- 
one would like to speak in favor of the Amendment and recognized 
Mr. John Burt who spoke for the Amendment. Further discussion fol- 
lowed with several speaking for and against the proposed 
Amendment. The Moderator asked for further discussion and recog- 
nized Mr. John Ballard who moved to terminate debate seconded by 
Mrs. Lise Tierney. The Moderator explained to the voters that the 
motion before them was to Amend Article 4 by reducing the Budget 
figure of $11,205,598 by 9.5% for a total of $1,064,531 leaving a total 
budget for the Town of Wolfeboro in the amount of $10,141,066. The 
Moderator called for a voice vote on the proposed Amendment. Voice 
vote was in the negative and the Moderator declared the Amendment 
defeated. The Moderator then asked for further discussion on Article 
4 and recognized Mrs. Jeannette Corson who moved to reduce the 
budget by $20,000 for uniforms for the Town of Wolfeboro which 
includes sixteen (16) departments. Motion seconded by Mrs. 
Kathleen Moody. The Moderator asked Mrs. Corson if she would like 
to speak to the substance of the Amendment. Mrs. Corson spoke to 
the Amendment and specifically stated that she did not include the 
Fire, Police or Rescue in this uniform cut. The Moderator recognized 
Selectman Paul Hatch who explained that the Uniform Account con- 
tained safety equipment for the various departments as well as their 
uniforms. The Moderator asked for further discussion on the 
Amendment as proposed to reduce the Budget by $20,000 leaving a 
new Budget figure of $11,185,598. There being no further discussion 
the Moderator called for a voice vote on the proposed Amendment. 
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Voice vote was unclear so the Moderator called for a show of hands. 
The result of the show of hands was 155 in favor of the Amendment 
and 122 against. The Moderator declared the Amendment adopted 
with the total budget being reduced to $11,185,598. After the action 
taken on Article 6 for $10,000 being approved and Article 7 with 
$10,000 being approved and Article 8 with $1,237.00 being approved 
the bottom line budget figure for the Town of Wolfeboro approved was 
$11,206,835. 


ARTICLE 5: To see whether the Town of Wolfeboro will ratify the 
financial terms of the collective bargaining agreement reached on 
January 31, 1994 between the Board of Selectmen and AFSCME 
Local Number 534 which results in a cost estimated at twenty-six 
thousand one hundred fifty-eight dollars and seventy-six cents 
($26,158.76) for the fiscal year of 1994. (Recommended by the Board 
of Selectmen and the Budget Committee) The Moderator read the 
Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. A 
motion to move the Article was made by Kenneth MacDonald sec- 
onded by Paul Hatch for discussion. The Moderator recognized Mr. 
MacDonald who questioned the last amendment made on Article 4, 
relating to the elimination of uniforms in the various budgets and indi- 
cated that the uniforms were part of the bargaining agreement. The 
Moderator recognized Mr. Paul Skowron, Tce:vn Manager, who spoke 
for the Article explaining the increase for union employees. A lengthy 
discussion followed. A motion to terminate debate on Article 5 was 
made and seconded. The Moderator read the Article and called for a 
voice vote on the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 6: To see whether the municipality will vote to establish 
a Capital Reserve Fund under the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the pur- 
pose of repairing and/or replacing the Crescent Lake Dam and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be 
placed in the fund and to designate the selectmen as agents to 
expend. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee) (Estimated Tax Rate Impact $.01) The Moderator read 
the Article in its entirety and called for a motion to move the Article. 
Motion was made by Paul Hatch, seconded by Kenneth MacDonald 
for discussion purposes. The Moderator recognized Mr. Paul 
Skowron, Town Manager, who explained the Article. The Moderator 
asked for further discussion on Article 6, there being none called for a 
voice vote on the Article as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative 
and the Moderator declared the Article adopted. 


ARTICLE 7: To see whether the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to be paid to 
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the Wolfeboro Historical Society for the purpose of underwriting a 
portion of the publication costs associated with the new book on 
Wolfeboro history. An additional ten thousand dollars ($10,000) will 
be requested in 1995. (Recommended by the Board of Selectmen) 
(Not Recommended by the Budget Committee) (Estimated Tax Rate 
Impact $.01) The Moderator read the Article in its entirety and called 
for a motion to move the Article. Motion made by Mrs. Joan Kimball, 
seconded by Paul Hatch for discussion purposes. The Moderator rec- 
ognized Mrs. Joan Kimball, President of the Historical Society who 
spoke for the Article relating to the importance of preserving the his- 
tory of Wolfeboro. Mrs. Kimball read a letter from Marshall Ray, 
Historical Society member, who expressed strongly the approval of 
this Article. The Moderator asked for further discussion on Article 7. 
There being none, the Moderator called for a voice vote on the Article 
as read. Voice vote was in the affirmative and the Moderator declared 
the Article adopted as read. 


ARTICLE 8: To respectfully request that the Town vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of one thousand two hundred thirty-seven 
dollars ($1,237.00) in support of Carroll County Against Domestic 
Violence and Rape’s Shelter for Battered Women and Children. 
(Submitted by Petition) (Not Recommended by the Budget

The Moderator 
explained that this would be voted upon by secret ballot if so voted.

1. Adult Arcade — Any place to which the public is permitted or 
invited wherein coin-operated or slug-operated or electroni- 
cally, electrically, or mechanically controlled still or motion 
picture machines, projectors, or other image producing 
devices are maintained to show images to five (5) or fewer 
persons per machine at any one time, and where the images 
so displayed are distinguished or characterized by the 
depicting or describing of “specific sexual activities” or “spec- 
ified anatomical areas.’ 


2. Adult bookstore or adult video store — An establishment 
which, as one of its principal business purposes, offers for 
sale or rental, or for any other form of consideration, any one 
of the following: 


a. Books, magazines, periodicals or other printed matter, 
photographs, films, motion pictures, video cassettes, or 
other video reproductions, slides, computer software, or 
other visual representations which depict or describe

3. Adult Cabaret — A nightclub, bar, or restaurant, or similar 
commercial establishment, or a private membership, fraternal 
membership, or social club which regularly features: 


a. Live performances which are characterized by the expo- 
sure to “specified anatomical areas” or by “specified sexu- 
al activities.” 


b. Films, motion pictures, video cassettes, or other video 
reproductions, slides, computer software, or other visual 
representations which depict or describe “specified sexual 
activities” “or specified anatomical areas.”

. Adult theater — A theater, concert hall, auditorium, or similar

. Principal business purpose — A principal business purpose 


shall be deemed to exist, for the purposes of this article, if 
ten percent (10%) or more of the gross floor area of a busi- 
ness is devoted to the sale, display, depiction, or expression 
of “specified sexual activities,” “specified anatomical areas,” 
or instruments, devices, or paraphernalia which are designed 
for use in connection with “specified sexual activities.” 


. Specified anatomical areas — Human genitals, anus or 


female breasts. 


. Specified sexual activities — Means and includes any of the 


following: 


a. Human masturbation, sexual intercourse, oral copulation 
or sodomy, actual or simulated, whether alone or between 
members of the same or opposite sex or between humans 
and animals. 


b. Fondling or erotic touching of human genitals, anus, pubic 
region, buttocks, or female breasts. 


c. Excretory functions, flagellation or torture as part of or in 
conjunction with any of the activities set forth in a. and b. 
above. 


LOCATION REQUIREMENTS — The location, placement and 
separation of sexually oriented businesses shall be established 
as follows: 


a. ZONING DISTRICTS ALLOWED AND ZONING DISTRICT 


SETBACKS — Sexually oriented businesses shall only be 
located in the Commercial C2 Zoning District and may not be 
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located within two hundred fifty (250) feet of the boundary of 
any other zoning district. 


b. USE SETBACKS — Sexually oriented businesses shall not 
be located within specified distances of boundary line of a 
parcel of land containing certain uses, as set forth in the fol- 
lowing table: 


USE OR STRUCTURE SETBACK DISTANCE 


Public or Private School 500 feet 
Child care agency 500 feet 
Publicly owned facility 500 feet 
Public place of worship 500 feet 


c. SETBACKS FROM DWELLING UNITS — Sexually oriented 
businesses shall not be located within two hundred (200) feet 
of an existing dwelling unit. 


d. SEPARATION OF SEXUALLY ORIENTED BUSINESSES — 
Any sexually oriented business must be located a minimum 
of seven hundred fifty (750) feet from any other sexually ori- 
ented business. | 


3.12.4 SITE STANDARDS — 


a. Signs — The sexually oriented business shall be limited to 
one (1) sign not to exceed twenty-four (24) square feet in 
area. Signs shall not include nudity, or include images or ref- 
erences to “specified sexual activities” whether actual or sim- 
ulated, or “specified anatomical areas,” or instruments, 
devices, or paraphernalia which are designed for use in con- 
nection with “specified sexual activities.” 


b. Screening — “Specified sexual activities” or “specified 
anatomical areas” including instruments, devices, or para- 
phernalia which are designed for use in connection with 
“specified sexual activities” or their images, shall not be visi- 
ble in any fashion whatsoever from the exterior of the build- 
ing within which the business is located. 


To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 10.0, Definitions by adding 
the following new definition which shall read as follows: 
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Sexually oriented business — An adult arcade, adult bookstore or video 
store, adult cabaret, adult motion picture theater, adult theater or any 
establishment where, as one of its principal business purposes, the public 
is permitted and invited where “specified sexual activities” are depicted, 
described, or performed, or “specified anatomical areas” are displayed, or 
their images are displayed, sold or presented, including instruments, 
devices or paraphernalia which are Sage for use in connection with 
“specified sexual activities.”

acre in the Shorefront District, whichever is less. The foot- 
print of any one building shall not exceed seventy-five hun- 
dred (7,500) square feet. In acting upon the application for a 
Special Exception, the Zoning Board of Adjustment shall 
ensure in addition to existing criteria: 


a) that considering the unique constraints of the site and 
the proposed use, all reasonable efforts are made to 
preserve and maintain the existing natural features and 
Open spaces found on the site; 


b) that there be a minimum one hundred (100) foot set- 
back from the shoreline and a fifty (50) foot setback 
from property lines for all buildings. All other structures 
require a fifty (50) foot setback from the shoreline and 
property lines; 


c) all uses are consistent with the Comprehensive 
Shoreland Protection Act RSA 483-B. (Recommended 
by the Planning Board) 


AMENDMENT NO. 4: To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
Ordinance Section 1.0, Use Districts, to add a new paragraph 1.2.14-A 
following existing paragraph 1.2.14 as follows:

point opposite the intersection of Lot 13-1-9 and Lot #13-1-8; 
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thence turning left and crossing said road and proceeding northeasterly

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of and for the year ended 
December 31, 1993 as listed in the table of contents. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our 
responsibility is to express an opinion on these financial statements 
based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted Government 
Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United 
States and the provisions of the Office of Management and Budget 
Circular A-128, "Audits of State and Local Governments." Those 
standards and OMB Circular A-128, require that we plan and perform the 
audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes 
examining on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and 
disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made 
by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for 
our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not 
include the general fixed assets account group, which should be included 
to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. The amount 
that should be recorded in the general fixed asset account group is not 
known. 


As more fully described in Note 11 to the financial statements, certain 
fixed assets acquired by the enterprise fund (water/sewer department) 
with federal grants and long-term debt proceeds have not been recorded. 
In our opinion, generally accepted accounting principles require that 
such fixed assets be capitalized, with depreciation recognized thereon 
and that the bonds payable be recorded as a liability of the enterprise 
fund. 
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As described more fully in Note 1 to the financial statements, the Town does 
not accrue the current portion of accumulated sick and vacation pay in the 
General Fund in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. The 
effect on the combined financial statements of this departure from generally 
accepted accounting principles cannot be determined. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the 
omission described in the third paragraph and except for the departure from 
generally accepted accounting principles as described in the fifth paragraph 
and except for the balance sheet and the statements of revenues, expenses and 
changes in retained earnings and cash flows of the Enterprise Fund 
(water/sewer department) which, because of the effects of the matter discussed 
in the fourth paragraph, are not presented in accordance with generally 
accepted accounting principles, the combined financial statements referred to 
above present fairly in all material respects, the financial position of the 
Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire, as of December 31, 1993 and the results of 
its operations and the cash flows of its proprietary fund types for the year 
then ended in accordance with generally accepted accounting principles. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the combined 
financial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying combining and 
individual fund financial statements and schedule of Federal financial 
assistance listed as supporting schedules in the table of contents are 
presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required part of 
the combined financial statements of the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire. 
The information has been subjected to the procedures applied in the audit of 
the combined financial statements and in our opinion, is fairly stated in all 
material respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a 


whole.

The memorandum that accompanies this letter summarizes our 
comments and suggestions regarding those matters. This letter does not 
affect our report dated February 16, 1994 on the financial statements of 
the Town of Wolfeboro, New Hampshire. 


We will review the status of these comments during our next audit 
engagement. We have already discussed many of these comments and 
suggestions with various Town personnel and we will be pleased to 
discuss them in further detail at your convenience, to perform any 
additional study of these matters or to assist you in implementing the 


recommendations.

Chart of Accounts 
Finding - Numerous unused accounts are still on the chart of accounts. A 


number of the accounts were for a single purpose and are not utilized 
presently. A number of accounts including cash, tax receivables, etc., 
require the combining of several accounts to arrive at the net balance. 
Different types of accounts, (asset, liability, etc.) are not systematically 
grouped on the chart of accounts. 


Recommendation - We recommend the Town review the chart of accounts and 
eliminate any unnecessary accounts. We recommend the Town review the report 
formats and rework either the account structure or the report formats so the 


net accounts for cash, taxes receivable, etc., appear on the balance sheet in 
a systematic order. 


Man ment's Comments - The Town is implementing a new computer hardware and 
software system in September, 1994. When we build the new chart of accounts, 
these corrections will be made. 


e E Accrual 


Finding - During the course of our audit we noted a number of control accounts 
had not been reconciled at year end. 


Recommendation - The Town should reconcile all accounts and thé Appropriations 
Control report monthly during the year and at year end to the supporting 
documentation. 


Management's Commen - All accounts which have a subsidiary ledger are 
balanced to the appropriate control accounts monthly. At year end we had 
problems with closing procedures. 


Inter-Fund Transfers 


Findi - The interfund balances between the Water/Sewer Fund and General Fund 
were not in balance. 


Recommendation - The Town must monitor balances in the interfund accounts and 
revise or transfer year-end balances as necessary. Interfund activity in this 
current year should be closely monitored. 


Management's Comments - All interfund balances are now monitored monthly. 


Year-E Adjusti mtries 
Finding - Prior years Auditor's adjusting entries were not posted for the 


Water/Sewer and Electric Departments. 
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Town of Wolfeboro -9- February 16, 1994 


Recommendation - Auditor's year-end adjusting entries should be posted as soon 
as possible as it helps to accurately reflect the correct balances in the 
affected accounts during the current year. If they do not get posted, it is 
very difficult to reconcile the accounts during the year on a regular basis. 


Management's Comments - Year end adjusting entries received from the auditors 
were posted immediately upon receipt in 1994 for year-end 1993. 


Fixed Assets 
Finding - A schedule of fixed assets for the Water/Sewer and Electric 


Departments additions and copies of invoices for the additions during the year 
were not prepared. 


Recommendation - As fixed assets are purchased, a copy of the paid invoices 
should be kept in a separate file so that at year end the Town can easily 
prepare a summary of the additions. This would then be used to add these 
additions to the depreciation schedule. 


Management's Comments - Commencing in 1994 the Water/Sewer Department and 
Electric Department have begun keeping files on fixed asset additions. 


Long-Term Debt Payments 


Finding - Principal payment of long-term debt were posted against the 
appropriations for the Water/Sewer Fund. 


Recommendation - As an Enterprise Fund, principal payments on long-term debt 
should be posted against the bonds payable and should not be reported as a 


debt payment expense. 


a em : mments - Beginning in 1994 all long term debt payments will be 
posted to the Bonds Payable Control Account to place the Water & Sewer 
Department on a full accrual basis. 


Tax Collector 


Finding - The Tax Collector is preparing bank deposits on a daily basis, but 
they are not actually being deposited on a daily basis. 


Recommendation - We recommend the Tax Collector deposit directly to the bank 
on a daily basis and then return the bank deposit slip to the Treasurer for 


his records. 


M. ment’ mm - As of June 1994 the Tax Collector began making daily 
deposits and submitting the deposit slips to the Town Treasurer. 


Year End Information 


Finding - All the necessary audit material was not readily available five days 
prior to the audit. 
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Town of Wolfeboro -10- February 16, 1994 


Recommendation - It benefits both the audit firm and the Town if the necessary 
information, as detailed in our year-end letter, is seft to our office prior 
to the start of field work. This enables us to do preliminary work in our 
office, which enables us to gain an understanding of any "audit" issues and 
communicate these issues to the Town's staff prior to our arrival. This 
allows the Town to be better prepared for the year-end audit. Much of the 
information we request should normally be done as part of year-end closing 
procedures. 


Management's Comments - The Town will schedule the audit for year end 1994 to 
give time for year end closing entries to be made and appropriate reports to 
be submitted to the auditors at least one week prior to the audit. 


Year-End Reports 


Finding - The initial trial balance sent to our office was printed after 
closing entries were posted. The appropriation reports did not balance to the 
control account on the trial balance. 


Recommendation - Several copies of the trial balance, accounts payable posting 
and appropriation report, etc., should be printed after all year-end 
adjustments have been made and immediately before closing entries are posted. 
One copy of these reports should be set aside to be sent to our office as part 
of the year-end materials for the audit. This enables us to have more 
accurate beginning balances to enter into our software system and would 
therefore result in fewer adjusting entries to post, which would save time. 
The appropriation reports must balance to the control account on the trial 
balance. The Town should not use a prior year accounts payable account to 
post invoices to during the year. An invoice paid in the following year for a 
prior year expense which was not picked up as an accounts payable, should be 
expended in the current year. If the account is material, fund balance should 
be restated to reflect the amount of the invoice. 


Management's Comments - Because we are unable to hold two years open on the 
current computer system, the sequence of reports printing and posting of 
invoices continued to be a problem at year end closing. In September 1994, 
the Town of Wolfeboro is beginning the implementation of a new computer 
accounting system which will make this problem much easier to rectify. 


Interest Posting 


Finding - The Electric Department is posting interest earned on funds held by 
the Trustee of Trust funds in the General Ledger in the Electric Department 


Fund. 


Recommendation - The Electric Department should not record any funds that are 
held by the Trustees. The Trustees prepare a year-end report which includes 
any monies they hold including those of the Electric Department. 


Management's Comments - In June 1994, the Electric Department removed the 
Capital Reserve and associated interest accounts from the accounting system. 


It was already part of Trustees for Trust Funds records.

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Zoning Board of Adjustment 
1994 Annual Report 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment conducted 17 hearings this year, 
9 more than in 1993. Of those 17 hearings held, all but one were for 
special exceptions. The one variance application was denied and 16 
of 17 special exceptions were granted. A total of $2,000 was collect- 
ed in application fees. 

Former Chairman Todd Spiller commenced a review and update of 
the Board’s Rules of Procedure. The revised Rules of Procedure was 
adopted by the Board in the Fall. The most notable hearing held this 
year was a request for a special exception for Wolfeboro Oil’s expan- 
sion of their oil storage facility. The original request was denied by the 
Board, but later granted on appeal by the applicant. 

Several changes to the composition of the Board occurred during 
1994. David Booth, Michael McLean, and Brian Underwood were 
appointed to the Zoning Board of Adjustment as full members. In 
September, Chairman Todd Spiller resigned from the Board in antici- 
pation of moving out of state. A new election was held to fill the vacat- 
ed seat of Chairman. On behalf of the entire Zoning Board of 
Adjustment, we would like to thank Todd for his perseverance, fair- 
ness, and dedication to the Board and to the Town of Wolfeboro. 

The Zoning Board of Adjustment is still in need of alternates. If you 
are interested in serving as an alternate please contact the Board of 
Selectmen.

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Report of the Chairman 
of the Board of Selectmen 


1994 was a year in which the Board of Selectmen were challenged 
by a host of issues. Rather than occupying this report and dwelling on 
past accomplishments, it is more important to provide the citizens 
and taxpayers with an understanding of what may transpire in 1995. 


If we look forward in 1995... 


¢ Upon approval of a $3,000,000 loan and a $1,700,000 
grant from the Rural Economic and Community 
Development Service, Farmers Home Administration, the 
long awaited construction of the Water Treatment Plant and 
the installation of a new water line from Upper Beech Pond 
to Pine Hill Road will commence. The installation of new 
lines on North Main Street and South Main Street will con- 
tinue to be engineered for near term construction. 


Directly allied with improvements to the Wolfeboro Water 
System will be the task of adjusting the water and sewer 
rates to assist in the payment of debt service and opera- 
tion. Rate adjustments must be made in order to position 
ourselves to provide safe drinkable water for generations 
and to continue to maintain the necessary financial 
resources in both the Water and Sewer Departments. 


With the continued upgrade of the computer system within 
the Town Offices, lines of responsibility will be altered. It is 
anticipated that a central billing and collection function will 
be consolidate under the Tax Collector. This will include the 
billing and collection of taxes, water and sewer bills, electric 
bills, etc. 


The District Court will have vacated the Town Office by the 
printing of this report. Over the period of the next few 
years, interior renovations will be made to better serve the 
public and provide desperately needed space for Town 
employees. 


Continued review of the Municipal Electric Department and 
its operation will occupy both the time of the Board of 
Selectmen and staff throughout 1995. The electric rates 
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should be thoroughly examined to position ourselves finan- 
cially for the future. 

In order for the Board of Selectmen to guide the community into 
the next century the participation and constructive input of its citizens 
is necessary. We not only welcome, but encourage your thoughts, 
ideas, and helpful hands to assist us in making Wolfeboro a thriving 
and vibrant community.

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Wolfeboro Conservation Commission 
1994 Annual Report 


The Wolfeboro Conservation Commission again responded to the 
environmental concerns of the town’s citizens. 

The Commission field inspected dredge and fill applications for the 
New Hampshire Wetlands Board and submitted their recommenda- 
tions to assist the Board in making their decisions. These applications 
were requests for docks, breakwaters, beaches, boat canopies, and 
filling of wetlands. Field inspections and reports were also made for 
the Planning Board as requested. 

The Commission members continued to attend seminars, classes 
and field trips to improve their knowledge and skills; including partici- 
pation in the annual meeting of the New Hampshire Association of 
Conservation Commissions in November; one member was voted an 
officer of the Association. Other members are officers or trustees of 
related associations. 

Wolfeboro was chosen by the Lakes Region Planning Commission 
to participate in the Wetlands Evaluation and Protection Project, with 
funding from the Environmental Protection Agency. 

Laura Nichols, vice-chairperson, is the project coordinator and 
plans to complete the initial project in 1995, with the assistance of 
volunteers. 

In November, the Commission hosted a Wetlands Bureau 
Workshop at the Public Library to review the new minimum Expedited 
Application. 

The Commission participated in a chip and plant program spon- 
sored by a local merchant to chip Christmas trees for mulch to be 
used at the sewer treatment plant. All participants received a coupon 
redeemable for a blue spruce seedling in the spring. 

My thanks and appreciation to each member for their support and 
commitment to Wolfeboro’s environment. Special thanks to the three 
members who always participated in the field inspections when 
requested, regardless of the weather or inconvenience.

Municipal Electric Department 


Due to the extreme cold, our peak demand reached on all time 
high on January 27, 1994 of 13,267 KW. The plant continues to be 
strictly on standby. Public Service allows our capacity to be used as 
part of their available reserve and compensates the department 
$300,000 yearly. This savings is passed on to our customers. 

Several corrections to the electrical system at the plant were made. 
Maintenance work has done at the substation on Lehner Street (insu- 
lators) and on North Main Street (bushing). 

With the assistance of Public Service, metering to the North Main 
Street substation was purchased and will be installed in 1995. 

Major projects included relocation of several lines due to new con- 
struction such as Wright Museum, Rite-Aid, Latchaw Building, Rocky 
Shore Road, North Line Road and Camp School Road. The line 
department spent over 200 hours assisting other Departments and 
347 hours on emergency work even though there were no major 
power outages in 1994. 

Other work included street lighting (146 hours). There were 63 new 
services in 1994 and 102 upgrades of existing services. 

Besides trimming by our own crews, an independent contractor 
was hired to trim North Main Street, Airport, Museum Shores, 
Springfield Point and Timberlane Road. The highline was also 
cleared. 

The department continued the Christmas tree lighting program pro- 
viding labor and material of approximately $6,000.00. 

A new Digger Truck was purchased in 1994 and did arrive in 
January. , 

Contributions to the Gift of Warmth Fund continue to exceed 
expectations. Once again the Parks and Recreation Department con- 
tributed close to $1,000.00 by sponsoring a road race. 

Vic Cloutier attended classes which were sponsored by the 
Compensation Funds of New Hampshire in Concord. 

An operational evaluation of the department was conducted by 
Metcalf and Eddy Engineers as directed by the Town Manager. A 
review of the last study was conducted, surveys of other utilities, 
interviews with staff, the plant and substations were reviewed. Daily 
operations, the condition of the infrastructure, demand side manage- 
ment and the review of the rate of return were also reviewed. 

Several recommendations were completed in 1994. A fire alarm at 
the plant was installed. Fans at the substations were installed and 
written operating procedures were developed. Plant permits for the 
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generators were obtained, water heater jacket pumps were ordered, 
infrared monitor was purchased and removal of surplus transformers 
was initiated. 

The Department continues to take advantage of the programs 
offered by Northeast Public Power Association. Six safety sessions 
are held in Wolfeboro. Two of our employees, Robert Kuell and James 
King,were enrolled in Advanced Lineman classes. Pat Hyland, 
President, spoke before the Wolfeboro Rotary Club in February. 

Warren Smith and Dennis Bean attended several roundtable dis- 
cussions in Massachusetts dealing with safety, regulations and opera- 
tional issues. By meeting with association members, we swap ideas, 
tap others’ knowledge and discuss mutual concerns. The association 
also bids several major hardware products. 

Because of emerging technologies, the ever changing competing 
markets and due to the Natural Energy Policy Act which means de- 
regulation and competition by new brokers this industry is entering a 
whole new era. 

The department is appreciative of all who helped make 1994 a 
successful year.

Annual Report 


The Fire-Rescue-EMS services continue to face many changes 
and challenges on daily basis. The 1990’s appear to be a decade 
when our profession is called upon to deliver a higher level of cus- 
tomer service than ever before. Through the combined efforts of the 
officers and members of the Fire-Rescue Department and various 
committees, many accomplishments were achieved during the year. 
The most significant accomplishments during 1994 was the delivery 
and acceptance of a new command vehicle, a 4 X 4 midi pumper and 
a 109’ Aerial/Quint. The arrival of these new vehicles greatly enhance 
fire-rescue protection capabilities of Wolfeboro. 

The Fire-Rescue Department answered a total of 712 emergency 
calls during the year. The breakdown of alarms consisted of: 


15 Box Alarms 
262 Still Alarms, No EMS/MVA 
354 Still Alarms, EMS/MVA only 
21 Mutual Aid Calls to other communities 


During the year, Fire calls increased by 69, Rescue calls 
increased by 56. Combined, there was an increase of 125 calls over 
1993 or a 21.3% increase in activity. 

Since 1992, the Fire-Rescue Department has seen its emergency 
calls increase from 449 in 1992 to 712 in 1994. This is an increase of 
263 calls over a two year period or a 58.6% increase in activity. 

To further analyze this increase, Fire calls during this same period 
are up from 237 in 1992 to 358 in 1994. This is an increase of 121 
calls or a 51% increase in the fire activity during a two year period. 
During this same period of time Rescue calls were up from 212 in 
1992 to 354 in 1994. This is an increase of 142 calls or a 67% 
increase in Rescue/EMS activity during a two period. 

Fire Prevention activities remained active during 1994. The 
department members were involved in numerous courtesy fire safety 
inspections. Department members also conducted the following 
inspections. 


Oil Burners 72 
Family Day Care 2 
Places of Assembly 17 


Chimney Woodstove 20 
Foster / Shared Home 5 
Fire Permits Issued 361 
Warnings Issued 2 
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Members also monitored several places for Life Safety Code com- 
pliance during special events. Spot inspections as well as formal 
inspections were carried out within the town to help insure the safety 
of the citizens of Wolfeboro as well as the visitors to the community. 

Again many major projects were concluded or new projects were 
begun this year. Most projects were reviewed in their incipient stages 
as well as being visited several times during the constructions phase 
of the project. 

The Fire-Rescue Department’s 40 members attended approxi- 
mately 2607 hours of training for 1994. 

590 hours were spent on scheduled department training. This 
training is designed to insure a minimum level of competency 
enabling Fire-Rescue personnel to work efficiently and most impor- 
tantly, safely. 1163 hours were dedicated to Firefighter and 
Emergency Medical Care certifications. Currently 85% of the Fire- 
Rescue responders are either fire or medically certified. 
Approximately 70% of the membership is certified as a firefighter and 
emergency medical responder. 

Various public fire education programs were delivered to the citi- 
zens, business groups, schools and organizations of Wolfeboro. 

The fire education programs were aided by the “Granite State 
News,” the “Lakes Region Courier’, and “WASR Radio” by way of 
Public Service Announcements. 

During 1994, annual maintenance was performed by the Public 
Works Garage on all emergency vehicles. Once again, as in 1992 
and 1993 maintenance costs were high during the year. 

During the year, annual and regular scheduled maintenance on the 
apparatus pumps and major components of all emergency vehicles 
was also conducted. 

The old Engine 1 was re-numbered Engine 4 and Tanker 1 was re- 
numbered as Engine 2. 

Engine 3, which has been the primary attack vehicle since its pur- 
chase in 1979, was completely refurbished locally during the year 
and has been relocated to our sub-station on Route 109E. 

The Fire Alarm and Communications Division remained busy during 
1994. Radio communications upgrading continued that began in late 
1993. Communications have never been better, making incidents much 
more safe and efficient. In addition to new radios, Engine 1, Rescue 1 
and Ladder 1 received Knox Box encoders as started with Engine 3 in 
1993. 

Four new master boxes were added to the Fire Alarm system. 

* Box 18, The Wright Museum 

* Box 411, Latchaw Building 

* Box 125, Rite Aid Pharmacy, and 
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* Box 131, The Wolfeboro Electric Power Plant, which is sched- 
uled to be completed in early 1995. 

Also, general maintenance, cleaning and painting were done on 
the fire alarm boxes around town, along with new stickers added to 
them and new pole wraps. 

Fire Alarm Box Record and Status cards were developed during 
the year. 

We continued to see a rise in Rescue-EMS calls for the second 
straight year. The Rescue Company responded to 354 calls. These 
included 246 Medical emergencies (i.e. strokes, falls, lacerations, 
sports injuries) 8 heart attacks (working codes), 100 motor vehicle 
accidents. In all we treated 403 patients with our busiest month being 
June when we had 33 calls and treated 58 patients. The total runs 
were up 56 calls or an 18.8%, increase over 1993. 

The Rescue Company has seen emergency calls increase from 
212 in 1992 to 354 in 1994, an increase of 142 calls or 67% during a 
two year period.

In calendar year 1994, our three (3) leading causes of fires were 
No Permit, Children and Rekindles of fires where the fire was not 
properly extinguished 

Violations of RSA 224:27 11, the fire permit law, and the other 
burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also 
liable for all fire suppression costs. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest 
Fire Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find 
out if a permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary 
response to a controlled burn.

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Annual Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Report 


On July 30, 1994, Wolfeboro participated with 21 other local towns 
in the annual Household Hazardous Waste Collection made possible 
by the financial commitments of cooperating towns and a grant from 
the State of NH Department of Environmental Services. The annual 
collection of hazardous waste is organized by the Lakes Region 
Planning Commission in an effort to reduce the costs to individual 
towns by staging collections in several locations on the same day. 

A record breaking 244 households from Wolfeboro attended. 
Approximately 1/3 were seasonal residents, with the majority of par- 
ticipants full time residents. Approximately 100 gallons of oil were col- 
lected and will be used in the waste oil heater at the public works 
garage. The 27 batteries collected will be recycled by the town, and 
44 barrels and lab pack containers were removed by the waste 
haulers. As in past years the numbers of people participating and the 
quantities collected have risen. There were approximately 50% more 
cars than the previous year at the site during the three hour collection. 

As the local site-coordinator, | want to thank all the people that 
came to the collection. A heart-felt thank you to all the volunteers. 
This year they came from Wolfeboro, Brookfield, Alton, Tuftonboro, 
and range from senior citizens to youth from Camp William Lawrence. 
Thanks to: Ron Fountain, Allen Stevens, Joyce Davis, Bill Rae, Nancy 
Hirshberg, Carole and Marty Bilafer, Joy Hanington, Nat Crane, 
Jordan Leonard, Andrew lappini, Paul Robinson, Chris Borgia, Laura 
and John Nichols, Curt Pike, Joe Harris, Ed Carroll, Joannah, 
Lindsey, and Mike Roush, John Burt, and Margie Blodgett.

tions and site plan review. Communities may also obtain the services 
of a professional planner on a regular basis through our circuit rider 
program or on a fee basis.

The nature classes, 
headed by Sally Perkins, continued to be very popular. In 1994 a new 
program “Roots and Wings” was added to the schedule. This pro- 
gram was developed and conducted by Susan Berry, a graphic artist. 
A second new program helping children identify and understand Birds 
of the Region was developed and conducted by June & Doug 
Dickinson. Thank you to these very dedicated folks and their assis- 
tants. Our art gallery was once again very popular with artists as far 
away as New York. The Wednesday night programs still continue to 
be very well attended. Thank you to the Friends of the Libby for fund- 
ing all of the above programs.

Site, small parcels of town land and the three town administered 
beaches. Kathleen Rankin and David Wheeler are proud caretak- 
ers of these facilities which have seen tremendous improvement 
in recent years. This year’s landscaping and flowers were extra- 
ordinary and we owe many thanks to our friend Dennis DeVylder 
for his generous donations of plants and flowers. In addition, 
our ever grateful appreciation to the Wolfeboro Garden Club for 
helping to brighten up downtown. Additional projects accom- 
plished this year included resurfacing of the town basketball courts 
with a sport court surface, and a new surface on the tennis courts 
which gave Foss Field a much needed face lift. Repairs were made to 
the infield and to the fencing at the ballfield. We would like to thank 
our good friends at the tennis courts for helping to police the 
area and to keep an eye out for vandals who abuse the facilities. 
We would also like to thank Matt Spiller for his generous dona- 
tion to the Town of Wolfeboro through his improvements to 
McKinney Park. Matthew completed a very ambitious Eagle 
Scout project which consisted of building a stone staircase 
down to the waterfront. 

The Playground Division offered a full menu of well attended sea- 
sonal programs, thanks to an endless list of volunteers and our many 
sponsors, in particular, Wicker’s Sportwear for their support for the 
Gift of Warmth Turkey Trot. The summer Activity Program in particular 
has blossomed over the past five years under the direction of Judy 
Drew. Judy was recently hired to replace Jim Chase as the Assistant 
Director for Parks and Recreation. We wish Jim the best of luck in his 
new endeavors and welcome Judy to assist us in our efforts to pro- 
vide quality programs to the community. 

The Abenaki Ski Area is awaiting some snowfall to open up the 
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Nordic and Alpine trails, and to christen the new 5 kilometer trail 
which has been improved through volunteer and town efforts. The 
commitment to the x-c trails at Abenaki will continue through the 
funding of the 1995 budget. The outdoor skating rink will be open 
daily, weather permitting from 10:00 am until 8:00 pm. During the 
1994-95 season, the Pop Whalen Arena had 260 season pass hold- 
ers and served several thousands of skating customers through pub- 
lic skating, stick practice, children’s skating parties, adult hockey, 
skating lessons, and school groups. The winter staff operates a 
premier facility and the special skills and dedication of Blair 
Rudolph and the arena staff should be commended. Special 
thanks to the support of our season pass holders and our regu- 
lar customers at the arena.

To begin, the Town of Wolfeboro consists of approximately 48 
square miles of land area. There are about 81 miles of Class |, Il and 
V roads which the Police Department regularly patrols. The popula- 
tion is given as 4,810. Police service for the Town is provided by the 
Wolfeboro Police Department. The Department, under the Wolfeboro 
Police Commission, consists of ten sworn full-time officers. These 
include the Chief of Police, Lieutenant, Detective Sergeant, Patrol 
Sergeant, two Senior Patrol Officers and four Patrol Officers. The 
force is augmented by Special Officers who are considered sworn 
part-time officers. There are four Special Officers.

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TRAINING 


During 1994 the Department participated in approximately 1,560 
hours of training. Each of our ten sworn officers must receive a mini- 
mum of eight hours of continuing education (also known as in-service 
training) each year, in addition to four hours of liability and “use of 
force” training. These hours and topics are required by the Police 
Standards and Training Council, which regulates police officer training 
and certification in this state. Officers must also complete annual train- 
ing in firearms (both handgun and shotgun), PR-24 defensive baton, 
and Oleoresin Capsicum spray (pepper spray). Each month we try to 
provide three hours of training to keep officers abreast of new laws 
and procedures, court decisions and policy changes. Each year the 
legislature enacts new laws, often requiring us to learn new proce- 
dures or entirely new topics. Changes in the mental health laws, 
domestic violence laws, and automatic license suspension (ALS) are 
all examples that come to mind that occurred in 1994 and had signifi- 
cant impact on policy and procedures. 

Besides in-service training, we provide recruit training for all new 
officers. They must attend a 12 week police academy (if full-time) or a 
100 hour course for part-time officers to receive their basic certifica- 
tion. If an officer does not hold a basic certification he cannot, by law, 
be allowed to continue to work. In addition, our department provides 
approximately 100 additional hours of classroom training covering 
topics not taught in the state certification course and then a minimum 
of forty hours of patrol training.

COURT ACTIVITY 


The Wolfeboro Police Department presents cases in three forums. 
Most of our cases go to the Wolfeboro District Court from the begin- 
ning to the end of the case. These are primarily violations and misde- 
meanors, although some misdemeanors can be appealed to the 
Carroll County Superior Court at Ossipee for a jury trial. These cases 
often involve bail hearings and probable cause hearings before a 
judge. In 1993, we changed our practices so that officers applying for 
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an arrest warrant go directly to a judge, even though the law allows a 
justice of the peace to issue arrest warrants. This change helped 
reduce the number of probable cause hearings because a judge 
issued the warrant, not a justice of the peace. 

In 1994 we presented cases at 35 sessions of the Wolfeboro District 
Court. The vast majority of the 649 cases present were disposed of 
by guilty pleas, but we did conduct 46 trials in adult cases, resulting in 
conviction in about 60% of the cases.

PATROL DIVISION 


First, the monthly workload is more consistent. In 1992 the number 
of cases opened varied from 26 in January, to a high of 75 in July. In 
1993 there were 28 cases opened in January, to a high of 64 cases in 
August. In 1994 January started with 32 cases opened and attained a 
high of 75 in July. Our high end hasn’t moved much, but our low is 
creeping up. We're not investigating less in July, but more in January. 

Secondly, as an annual trend line, the number of crimes being 
reported and investigated each month is still consistently moving 
upward. While some say Wolfeboro’s population hasn't increased 
much, our crime rate keeps going up. 

This summer we implemented the Mountain Bike Patrol. This is a 
new, for us, patrol technique. Although it was actually started in 1993, 
its use was very limited. This program was expanded significantly in 
1994. The Mountain Bike Patrol is used in the greater downtown 
area. Traditionally we had used a foot patrol downtown during the 
summer months. Constantly trying to get better productivity from a 
shrinking number of resources, we looked at our downtown coverage 
needs. We found that slightly less than 40% of our criminal cases 
come from the greater downtown area, which we define as roughly 
from Dockside to Wolfeboro Falls, and one man on foot couldn't cover 
that area and respond in a timely fashion to situations needing atten- 
tion.

JUVENILE OFFICER/DETECTIVE 


Juvenile cases have risen dramatically over the past year and as a 
result, most of the routine investigation duties have fallen on the 
patrol officers. This sharp increase in the number of juveniles brought 
before the court can be attributed in part to the success of the Bike 
Patrol. Many cases, especially those involving possession of drugs 
and alcohol, have occurred in areas of town not easily reached by 
car. Much of the credit, however, must go to the patrol force as a 
whole. They have worked vigorously throughout the year to address 
your concerns about crime in Wolfeboro. 

Along with cases involving the juvenile offender, so too there has 
been an increase in the number of cases involving physical/sexual 
abuse or neglect of children. | am happy to report that many police 
officers, along with members of other disciplines involved in child wel- 
fare, have organized to form a county wide “investigative team.” The 
Attorney General’s Task Force on Abuse and Neglect has provided 
training to members as part of an effort to standardize the manner in 
which these cases are investigated throughout the State. At this writ- 
ing, our County Attorney’s Office is drafting protocols, tailored to our 
area, which will be used in conjunction with State protocols. By form- 
ing this group, various law enforcement agencies can call on each 
other as well as the County Attorney’s Office for assistance, when 
needed.

| shall open my brief remarks expressing my personal thanks to all 
division chiefs and crew members for their diligent efforts and con- 
stant attention to our yearly operations. Also a thank you to the 
numerous volunteers who contributed unselfishly in order to make 
this department a more effective organization. A special note of honor 
goes to John Libby, who led the Highway Division for fourteen years. 

The completion of our new docks has enhanced our downtown 
waterfront appearance, and doubled our docking capacity. The use of 
a team approach with a common vision enabled us to be successful. 

The replacement of several pieces of equipment updated our fleet. 
Our new sidewalk tractor is tackling various challenges. 

Our sidewalk replacement program is in full swing. The New 
Hampshire DOT corrected many deficient areas. Our crews, along 
with contract involvement, improved several walkways and added new 
concrete sidewalks. 

Continued improvements have been made on our solid waste and 
wastewater treatment activities. The new Solid Waste building with its 
“RE-Use” shop has added another dimension to our recycling pro- 
gram. Income received from recyclables was $22,700.00 with an 
18.3% recycled figure. Compost products developed in both divisions 
showed a remarkable potential for re-use. 

Our two year efforts for the development of a water treatment plant 
looks very encouraging. Advertisement for bid proposals have been 
published. 

UNH college students participated in three of our programs— 
Highway, Solid Waste, and Wastewater. Their intense efforts have 
provided us with valuable data and reports. 

It is noteworthy to mention that this department will miss the keen 
highway interest and supporting efforts by Selectmen Ken 
MacDonald. Good luck in your new ventures.

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In 1993 the total of prior years’ taxes due was $347,105.95 and in 
1992 $517,607.99. Once again, the decrease in the accounts receiv- 
able is good news for the town as this has a direct effect on the need 
to borrow funds in anticipation of taxes. 

Since collections have reached a relative high and maintained the 
same level over the last few years, the amount of interest and penal- 
ties collected has begun to decline. As of year end, delinquent taxes 
have garnered a total of $164,715.35 in interest and other related 
fees, while the 1993 total was $232,269.18. 

The momentous task of collecting and accounting for taxes could 
not be accomplished without the cooperation of various town depart- 
ments, local real estate agents and attorneys, and most especially 
the taxpayers.

The former VNA of Wolfeboro and Vicinity, Inc. and Hospice of 
Southern Carroll County and Vicinity, Inc. merged on January 1, 
1994, to become the VNA-Hospice of Southern Carroll County and 
Vicinity, Inc. On February 1, 1994, the Agency became State 
Licensed and on March 11, 1994, the Agency was granted its 
Hospice Medicare Certified Status. 

The following services were provided to residents of Wolfeboro 
between 10/1/93 and 9/30/94:

The Agency now has a Home Health Program, Maternal Child 
Health Program, and Hospice Program. The VNA-Hospice also offers 
Adult Health Clinics, with related tests such as blood pressure, ane- 
mia, and blood sugar levels as well as services related to adult health 
care. Flu immunization clinics are also held as well as educational 
programs on wide variety of health care topics. 

The Agency staff made 23.3% more home visits in FY 1994; 
Wolfeboro’s increase was 45%. 

Funding for the above services is received from Medicare, 
Medicaid, and other insurance’s, fees collected, and Grants from the 
NH Bureau of Maternal and Child Health. Gifts, donations, and town 
appropriated funds enable us to continue to provide needed services 
to those who need them without regard for their ability to pay. 

The staff is comprised of not only Administrative and Secretarial 
Staff but Registered Nurses, Licensed Practical Nurses, Certified 
Nurses Aides, Occupational, Speech and Physical Therapists, and 
Medical Social Workers. Nursing visits and home health aide care are 
available 24 hours a day, 7 days a week, utilizing an on call system.

1994 got off to a bad start. The cold winter of last year placed high 
demands on the people and the services of the welfare department. 
The community responded to the needs of many of the people, espe- 
cially during the holidays. In this coming year of supposed welfare 
reform we must be aware that cuts in Congress may still leave the 
burden on the local property taxpayer. It is important to know that, as 
Americans, we do not discard people, that is left to other republics of 
the world, and none of us would chose to live in a country where they 
do. 

In 1994 some of our investments in education paid off as some of 
the people whom we have helped through education got jobs and got 
off of our welfare roles. There were more job opportunities in 
Wolfeboro this year and the economy seems to be improving slightly, 
at least from a welfare view. 

We need 
jobs, lower cost housing and affordable medical insurance. Not 
unreasonable.

Central Dispatch is a Division of the Wolfeboro Police Department 
that provides clerical and dispatching services to the Police 
Department and the Wolfeboro Fire/Rescue Department. Additional 
services are provided to Lakeside Ambulance and to other Municipal 
Departments of the Town of Wolfeboro. 

Central Dispatch is under the direct supervision of the Chief of 
Police and consists of a Communication Supervisor, two full-time dis- 
patchers and three part-time dispatchers. Like the rest of the 
Department, they are open for business 24 hours a day, 365 days a 
year, holidays included. You will note in the statistical information pro- 
vided at the end of this report, the Division continues to show a sub- 
stantial increase activity from year to year. 


SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


As the statistics at the end of this report will show, Central 
Dispatch had a very busy year. Dispatchers provided communications 
for emergency medical services requests, fire calls, motor vehicle 
accidents, hazardous material incidents, domestic violence situations, 
motor vehicle stops, and all other calls for police service. In addition, 
they provided clerical services for both the Police and Fire/Rescue 
Departments and continued work on the Street Number Data Base in 
preparation for Enhanced 9-1-1. Incidentally, the enhanced state-wide 
system seems to be on schedule and is expected to be implemented 
during the early summer of 1995. 

Dispatchers continue to administer the Good Morning Program 
and the Wolfeboro Police Children’s Christmas Fund as part of our 
community involvement.

Wolfeboro Public Library 
Report from the Board of Trustees 


Board members John Ballard, Warren Clarke, Joyce Davis, Jeanne 
Harriman, and | continue to address policy issues, evaluate staff, 
oversee the budget, and work to maintain the building and grounds in 
good condition. It was our priority this year to find the source of leaks 
into the library from the skylight area, assess what the most effective 
solution would be, estimate the cost, and bring the matter to the vot- 
ers for approval. To ignore the problem would be to risk the ruin of 
library materials and damage to ceilings and walls. We worked with 
the Public Works Director and architect Wes Flierl to develop a plan 
of action. A temporary fix is in place thanks to dollars allocated at 
town meeting last year for diagnosis of the problem, but a permanent 
solution now awaits funding approval from the voters. 

Around 5000 patrons actively use the library’s various resources 
and the meeting room was spoken for 268 times in 1994, demonstrat- 
ing the library’s importance as a community resource. The Planning 
Board, Conservation Commission, and the Board of Selectmen are 
among the groups who frequent the meeting room. The popularity of 
the facility has made the need for additional parking spaces impera- 
tive, and now that the town sidewalk extends down S. Main St. to the 
library, the Board would like to have a walkway in place leading from 
the road to the library’s front door rather than having patrons use the 
driveway to gain access to the building. It would be both safer than 
the present situation and more convenient. 

The Board engaged the services of Caron Engineering to draw up 
plans to improve traffic flow, parking availability, and access to the 
library. The cost estimates will be passed along to town officials and 
the Board hopes to receive approval to accomplish the plans in 1995. 

The annual non-resident lending fee of $5 per family was doubled 
to $10 in 1994. The Board took this action to come closer to reflecting 
economic realities. Any students attending, or eligible to attend, any 
of the Governor Wentworth Regional School District schools located 
in Wolfeboro may receive a card for personal use at no charge. 

| thank the library trustees for giving their time and talents so gen- 
erously to the task of maintaining and improving the library and its 
services; the staff for their dedicated and cheerful service; the 
Friends of the Wolfeboro Library for their unstinting support through- 
out the year; the volunteers who assist in so many ways; and you, the 
citizens who visit the library and understand its contribution to the life 
of our community.

This year the balance of the total $10,000 grant from the Lila 
Wallace-Reader’s Digest Special Projects Fund was expended by 
purchasing two additional reference books—The New York Times 
Atlas of the World and The New Shorter Oxford English Dictionary on 
Historical Principles—and three computer workstations which now 
house the public computers. This one-time grant enabled us to 
expand our reference collection and purchase new CD-ROM and 
videocassettes titles. 

Grants from the New Hampshire Humanities Council funded two 
reading discussion programs—one in the winter months entitled “The 
Quest for Identity” and one in the fall entitled “The Nature of Morality: 
ls There Room for Morality in Today’s Society?” The Council also 
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funded a program on “Darby Field and the First Ascent of Mount 
Washington” and “Sisters of Fortune.” A program on the Mount 
Washington Cog Railway was presented in May. The Friends of the 
Library sponsored programs on the CCC Camps of New Hampshire, 
Haunted Places in New Hampshire, The Isles of Shoals, Czech 
Republic and Slovakia, and the Pilgrims as well as their successful 
Book and Author Luncheon in May with Mary Ann Esposito, Bruce 
McMillan, Peter Randall and Rebecca Rule. 

Children’s programs included Ice Fishing and Fishing (which were 
for children and adults), from the New Hampshire Dept. of Fish and 
Game; a babysitting course in May, sponsored by the Carroll County 
Cooperative Extension Service; “Turn Off the Tube Week” in April; 
“Go Undercover with Books’—the summer reading game; movies for 
children during the summer; programs once a month for children in 
grades four through six; and programs for pre-schoolers throughout 
the year. Two special performances were held for children of all ages, 
one in February with entertainer Bruce May and one in November 
with storyteller and musician Cathy Arseneault. 

The Friends of the Library underwrite the cost of the children’s sum- 
mer reading game every year, present programs for adults every other 
month, sponsor the Book and Author Luncheon in May and the annual 
book sale in late June or early July, and supplement book purchases. 
This year the Friends bought Reading Rainbow books for children, 
prizes for the summer reading game, Enchantment of the World 
books, updated the New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, and 
bought new editions of World Book Encyclopedia and Childcraft. 

Another project of the Friends was to underwrite the costs of pro- 
ducing a brochure about the library which was written by Trustees 
and staff. Be sure to pick up one at the front desk if you don’t already 
have one. 

Shut-in service is provided once a month by a staff member. Also 
the Granite State News is available on a tape for those who are visually 
disabled. Please inquire at the front desk about these special services. 

Our staff welcomes our new Children’s Librarian Laura Maroon 
who joined us the last week of the year from Arizona with a brand 
new Master's in Library Science. Besides the director, our third full- 
time staff member is interlibrary loan assistant Marilyn McBride. The 
part-time library assistants include Karen Bishop, Jane Carville, and 
Barbara Widmer. Our library page is Stephen Cady. All of us welcome 
you to the library and hope that you will avail yourselves of the many 
services and programs the library has to offer.
